FORT WORTH, Tex., April 8.—President 
Roosevelt is approaching the country where 
roam the wolf and the jack rabbit. 

He left here at 11:03 this morning, over- 
| hauling bie hunting outfit. He will stop 
a short time at Vernon. From there he 
will go to Frederick, O. T., and from Fred- 
erick 12 miles east by wagon to Waggoner 
pasture, where the hunt will begin. 

The executive will spend five days in the 
pasture. Reports from the game country 
gay wolves and jack rabbits are scarce 
this season, but if there are any there, 
Mr. Roosevelt declares ‘he will find them. 

The presidential party practically dis- 
banded here. Secretary Loeb, the White 
House employes, the secret service men, the 
stnographers and other guests were left be- 
hind. 

On former trips the President accepted 
the railroads’ hospitality. This time he is 
paying for his own train and is naturally 
cutting down expenses as far as possible. 

Mr. Roosevelt stopped long enough on 
his two-mile. parade through Fort Worth 
today to plant a tree in the square in front 
of the Carnegie Library. 

In the square facing the railroad station, 
the President addressed a crowd of 20,000. 
In getting back to his train he was s0 
jostied by his admirers that two buttons 
were ripped from his coat. 


Party Somewhat Battered. 


All of the party are as well as could be 
expected after yesterday's rip-roaring all- 
day reception at San Antonio. That recep- 
tion will go down in the history of Texas— 
and it should. There was never anything 
like it in America. 

But greater even than the reception was 
the reunion of the Rough Riders. It was 
picturesque, hilarious, thrilling, most 
amusing.

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THE SUNDAY BLU= LAWS. 

One consideration which has always prevented the enforce- 
ment of the Sunday closing law in St. Louis and elsewhere by 
juries is its practical discrimination between the rich and poor. 

The law prohibits the opening of the poor man’s beer shop, 
but permits the opening of the bar at the rich man’s club. 

Ina large city, particularly in St. Louis there is a mixed 
population a large proportion of which is accustomed to drink- 
ing some kind of alcoholic beverage.. Beer is a daily beverage 
with thousands. The Germans drink beer as the Americans 
drink tea and coffee. 

The poorer people cannot buy their beer in large quantities, 
nor can they in warm weather keep it cool at home. It is an 
undoubted hardship upon these people to be unable to buy their 
beer on Sunday. Whether it is good or bad for them is not the 
question.

MASSACHUSETTS’ GAS REGULATION LAWS. 


Careful Inspection of Meters—A 


In 1885 Massachusetts first began a sy8s- 
tem of state regulation. This system has 
developed since until a state commission 
has full charge of all matters connected 
with gas and electricity except the prose- 
cution of offenses, which is in the hands of 
the attorney-general. 

The gas and electric light commission 
hAs to do with all corporations furnishing 
 Heht, heat or power. There are three com- 
| niissioners, each appointed for three years, 
the term of one expiring every year. These 
commissioners are paid salaries by the 
state, which also pays inspection and of- 
fice expenses. The total cost of the com- 
mission is in part met by fees from meter 
inspection, and the remaining expenses 
are assessed upon the corporations which 
thé commission supervises. 


How Gas Is Adulterated. 


The standard gas in Massachuéetts Is 
défined by law. A five-foot burner must 
furnish 1€-candle power. There must not 
be more than 2 grains of sulphur or Ww 
gtains of ammonia per 100 feet. There 
must be no sulphuretted hydrogen. If the 
gas company furnishes better gas than the 
standard it is not entitled to extra pay, but 
if must fufnish standard gas, and both the 
meters and the quality of the gas are of- 
ficially tested at regular intervals. Be- 
sides these official tests the commission 
will make othér tests and inspection when-

Neither 
can ony stock and bonds be ftesied ex- 
cept for enlarging the plant and providing 
additional facilities, and the amount of 
their issue must not exceed the actual 
cost of the Improvements. 

These provisions Keep down the capitall- 
zation to the cost of the plant anda allow 
no capitalization of the franchise. The 
earnings arm dividends, therefore, repre- 
sent the real profits from the capital in- 
vested and not a tax on the ptfbile from 
the capitalization of franchise rights. The 
theory Is that the franchise is the property 
of the public. and that the public ts entitled 
to all the benefita from it@ tse.

RUSSIAN CHURCH 
AGAINST TYRANNY 


Clergy Reported | Acting With Peo- 
ple in Removing Shackles of 
Bureaucracy. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 8.—The revolt 
againet the tyranny of the church admin- 
istration is attracting Immense attention. 
The clergy are now speaking their senti- 
ments quite as openly on religion as Lib- 
erals in the political field. 

The intimate connection between the 
movements of the regeneration of the 
church and reorganization of the state is 
set forth in a strong letter printed this 
morning and ascribed to “a high ecclesias- 
tic,” in which the writer says: 

“The church as a living idea is inextrica- 
bly bound up with Russian life, and when 
the Russian public realized that they could 
not longer exist without breaking the 
shackles of the bureaucracy, the church 
awoke from 200 years of lethargy and its 
first murmur was that it was the universal 
right of every Russian to do his task for 
freedom.” 

The letter further declares that for years 
the clergy were held so closely in the vice 
of obedience, not to an idea, but to the 
dictates of one man, who virtually said: 
“I am the church,’ that they had become 
automatons to register his decrees, and 
now, with the prospect of liberty before 
them, they are hardly capable of raising 
their voices. 

In the cities, it is added, there have 
been many instances where tne church 
has been used as a political machine to 
stir up hatred and strife between the v@- 
rious classes of the population, referring 
especially to the incitement of the ignorant 
against the intelligent. The writer hatis 
the day when the church, freed from state 
control, will devote itself to religion, and 
not to politics.

Owner of Stock Asks for Injunc- 
tion to Prevent Agreement for 
Mutualizing. 


NEW YORK, April 8.—Suit was begun to- 

day in the Supreme court, which has for 
its object the obliteration of the plan for 
taking away control of the Equitable Life 
Insurance Co. from the stockholders and 
turning it over to the policy holders.

PUT HIS WIFE TO FLIGHT 


Before Shot Horse Bit Owner's 
Hand and Dragged Him 
Across Lot. 


J. J. Chrisner. a farmer living six miles 
from Wright City, Warren County, Mo., is 
in St. Louis being treated with Dr. Mil- 
ler’s madsetone for a bite on the hand in- 
flicted last Tuesday by his pet horse, which 
afterward developed symptoms of hydro- 
phobia and was kiled. 

The treatment began Friday afternoon 
and the stone has adhered numerous times 
for different periods. At noon Saturday it 
was still adhering, but for shorter periods. 
It will be nine days befors Dr. Miller will 
be certain whether the tre@tment has been 
effective. 

(hrisner's horse wae a fine bay named 
Kate, which he had raised from a colt and 
with which he had taken many county fair 
prizes. She was a pet, and was driven and 
ridden frequently by women and children. 
When permitted to she followed 
Chrisner about as a dog does its master. 

Tuesday Chrisner noticed that the horse 
was sick and decided to take her to Wright 
City for treatment by a veterinary. He 
rode her to town and dismoumted to hitch. 
The bridle was held in his left hand. The 
horse nipped the back of his right hand 
viciously, breaking the skin and lacerating 
the flesh. Then she bit at the hitching post 
with such force that two of her teeth were 
broken out. ; 

Chriener decided to take her back home, 
and led her all the way. He did not sus- 
pect hydropHobia until he came to a spring 
croseing the road. The horse refused to 
cross it, reared, and then dropped to the 
ground and rolled in agony. Chrisner 
wrapped his coat about her head and led 
her across. 


Pursued a Woman. 

When he reached 
uncontrollable. He caked his wife to hold 
her while he removed the saddike and bridle. 
The horse began to fight Mrs, Chrisner, 


who ran, the horse pursuing. Chrisner 
hei to the bridle and was dragged 20 
feet. Mrs. Chrisner escaped by cilmbing 
a fence, and the horse dashed against it 
and bit a post with such force that all her 
remaining teeth were broken out. 

Chrisner did not delay longer. He killed 
her with a shotgun, and hurried to Wright 
City to have his wound treated. It was 
cauterized, but did not heal properly. 

Until this time Chrisner did not know 
his horse had been bitten. Later he found, 
however, that a small black shepherd dog 
had attacked her five weeks before.

Fatally hurt within five blocks of the 
South Side Dispensary, Louis Collins was 
hauled 5 blocks In an ambulance to the 
central City Dispensary Saturday.
